Cultural Activities 
Under Observation 





Carefully studying the situation 
of women on this campus, Dr. Kath- 
erine, Adams, for ten years chair- 
man of the committee on standards 
of the American Association of Uni- 
versity Women, spent Friday and 


Saturday of last week here. 
Her purpose in: visiting the col- 


lege was to determine whether or 
not this college shall be accredited 
by the A.A.U.W. and its-graduates 
made eligible for membership in the 
association. Its scholastic require- 
ment is satisfied by the school’s be- 
ing on the accredited list of the 
Association of American Universi- 
ties, The college was automatieally 
droppéd by the A.A.U.W. in the fall 
of 1984 when the A.A.U. removed 
it from its accredited list. Thus when 
it was again put on the list of the 
A.A.U. in November the administra- 
tion immediately applied to the A. 
A.U.W. 


The object of the A.A.U.W. is to 
improve the intellectual and acade- 
mic opportunities for women. It 
sees that there are suitable women’s 
colleges -to parallel men’s colleges 
and that in co-educational institu- 
tions women have the same. oppor- 
tunities as ‘do men, 


It was this especially that Dr. 
Adams was studying. She investi- 
gated the siuation of women board 
members, women faculty members, 
and women students. She studied, 
in particular, the gym work, hous- 
ing conditions, and scholarship op- 
portunities of women. She was’ well- 
_ pleased with the fact that a trained 
dietician plans meals and does the 
purchasing, but suggested a better 
developed health program for wo- 
men, including better facilities in 
the infirmary and a full-time nurse. 
She was particularly. pleased with 
the library which she called a ‘gem’’, 
and praised -the useableness of the 
basement.

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10,000 Workers 
For Three Cents 


“Robert X. Graham, former 
director of the News Bureau here 
and now occupying that position 
at Pitt, is of the opinion that 
readers of daily newspapers may 
expect to pay four or five cents 
a copy in the near future. In- 
creased costs of newsprint and 
labor will force publishers to 
charge more, he believes. 

; Graham says that the purch- 

aser of a daily paper gets 10,000 
employees for his three cents. 
Press associations have 700 staff 
workers, 5,000 part-time corres- 
pondents and “tipsters”, and 
from 3,000 to 4,000 workers 
abroad. Metropolitan dailies em- 
ploy from. 500 to 1,000 workers 
in the mechanical, editorial, busi- 
ess, advertising, circulation, 
and other departments. 

Lumberjacks and others must 
cut trees, ship them to the mill, 
and make the. wood pulp paper, 
telephone operators, telegraph 
employees, and others who con- 
tribute to the production of the 
daily paper-swell' the total.

Prexy Says- 


\By Dr. R. F. Galbreath 

Opening one’s mail is always a bit 
of a thrill. Even the ever-present 
ads are frequently interestin. But 
at ho other time in my life—sineé 
what the mid-Victorians called 
courting-days—has my mail been so 
cunsiantly interesting. 

This is due to at least two factors, 
chief of which is the library. As ‘is 
well known by all Westminster folks, 
we have been canvassing (and it 
might well be a capital C) our alum- 
ni, former students, and friends for 
over two years. It is a tribute to the 
forbearance of human nature that 
the- Head Canvasser, who happens 
to be the writer, has not been “‘liqui- 
dated’”’. some time ago. Nevertheless 
ne still lives and cCanvasses and 
reads his mail, which is what we 
started to tell. 

“Why is this mail so interesting? 
First because it brings in money— 
checks of all sizes from $2.50, the 
sacrifical. gift of a missionary, to 
$5,000, all in one check, at the close 
of 1937. When a check like that 
bursts on one’s view, he feels as 
though ‘he has been looking at the 
sun on a bright day and ,has to 
look again after the glare has gone 
from his eyes. 

Here is the sort of message one 
reads, both of these in taday’s mail; 

“In trying times I am always 
thankful for my years at Westmin- 
ster and the equipment she gave me 
to meet those problems.” 

Now, getting down to “‘cases’’, the 
situation is this: We have subscrib- 
ed and paid approximately $115,000. 
| Present estimates of total cost of 
\ the library fully furnished indicate a 
figure close to $152,000.

Scholarship Plan 
Changed By Faculty 












Completing a study of scholarship 
procedures, a faculty committee has 


decided that the granting of aid for — 


the freshman year only is not desir- 
able and has set up a new system 
which has been approved by the 
board of trustees. 

It provides for one scholarship of 
$200 to the valedictorian in a high 
school graduating class of 26 or 
less and two such scholarships to 
students in the upper ten per cent 
of a class of more than 26. 

These scholarships are to be ap- 
plied to tuition in the following man- 
ner: $100 during the freshman year, 
$50 during the sophomore year, and

After a survey of entrance require- 
ments of leading Liberal Arts col- 
leges, the Westminster committee 
on entrance has decided that. begin- 
ning the year 1938-39 students in 
the lower two-fifth of their high 
school graduating classes will be 
admitted to the college upon the 
recommendation of their principals. 

Beginning next year, a change in 
scholarship awards will also go into 
effect. Awards of $200 will.be -ap- 
plied in the following way. $100 to 
the freshman year, $50 to the sopho- 
more and $50 to the junior year.

This 
open-forum system, characteristie of 
British debating clubs, has. been 
growing in popularity in America 
since 1922 with the frequent} trips of 
ithe Oxford and Cambridge groups to 
| America. Each speaker is required 
to give only his convictions on the 
subject. Thus there is much oppor- 
tunity for superficial: preparation un- 
less the speaker is ambitious to gain 
training’and work out an acceptable 
“‘brief’’ or outline of deduction. In 
this, the Oxford style differs from the 
congressional form, since the suc- 
cess of the latter depends entirely 
upon a carefully workedout plan, a 
thorough knowledge of parliamen- 
tary law, and the ability required to 
avoid mock-heroic imitation of the 
United States senate or oratorical 
horseplay and the ordinary flaws of 
vague, uninformative political speak-

OLCAD editorials and Holcad sport pages have played up John 
-Lawther during the past two years and the paper has been 
severely criticized for such a stand. Graham, Hulme, and Law- 
ther, were and still are the three musketeers, and before we turn to 





a new, and apparently equally bright era of Titan athletics, we take, 


a glance at the last of Lawther’s W estminster handiwork. 

In the late fall of 1934, Backus, Demo, Gilliland, and Krivosh 
panted witha squad preparing for a trip to Madison Square Garden, 
and soon after Christmas, ‘Chink’ was soaking a charley horse in his 
tub at the New Yorker while the boys followed ‘Jake’ around the big 
town, and again in 1935, wet snow tumbled on a turbulent campus, 
defiant stadents spouted and pleaded, Backus’ fingers itched for a 
forbidden basketball, and at 5 -30 p. m., the Youngstown grin crinkled 
above the Browne Hall w aiter s coat as the holiday ended. In ’34 and 
again in °35, Lawther screamed at the slim curly-head who ran and 
ran—and ran on into position as perhaps the greatest of all-time 
Titan -forwards, and ‘Susie’ blushed and the unruly lock dangled 

"nervously as the bellowing black trousers moved along the gym bal- 
cony, black trousers, which in eleven years brought Westminster four 
district and six conference titles. 

On the eve of Grover Washabaugh’s first successfull season at 
Westminster, the Holcad turns with pride to a new system, bids 
farewell to’ John Lawther of Penn State, and prepares to look for 
the last time at the four men, who in the eyes of every junior and 
Senior, are the last of the courtmen whom Jess Carver called the 
“Towering Titans!

A Review. of 
“Conversation at Midnight” 

By Edna St. Vincent Millay 
Harper & Brothers, New. York, 1937 

It’s a bull gession in rhyme. If 
men, were demijgods, they might talk 
like this: 

English literature is distinguished 
for many splendid sonnets. Edna St. 
Vincent Millay has written some 
worthy to be placed beside the great- 
est in English, sonnets that do not 
suffer at all) in gpmparison with 
Shakespeare’s. One would therefore 
expect ‘‘Conversation at Midnight’’ 
to be an intellectual plane higher 
than most ordinary talk, and so it 
is. But one ig also amazed at her 
knowledge of the way in which men 
really do talk, and especially of the 
way in which men talk when they 
are at ease; after the ladies have 
withdrawn. It’s a true bull session 
in which everything under the sun 
is frankly f#iscussed—dogs, war, 
women, communism, and the gulli- 
ble public who swallow any sort of 
advertising “‘blurb’’. Certain words 
are employed’ which formed no part 
of the vocabulary of a Victorian 
young lady. Could it have been at 
Vassar ‘that she picked them. up? 
Wherever it was, she has set. men 
down exactly, and one might easily 
go on to found a theory of poetry 
upon these lyrics, a theory that some 
of the best poetry is written in the 
natural rhythm of animated talk. 

Memorable or quotable sayings 
abound; for instance, this: 

“Innocence is like a tooth; once 
it is drawn, it never grows again.”’ 

“The world stinks, and I cannot 
get to windward of it.’ 

After. all, \what isthe difference 
between ‘Millay’s ‘‘Conversation at 
Midnight’”’ and Hogarth’s ‘*Modern 
Midnight Conversation’? Hogarth’s 
picture is cruder, perhaps, but the 
net result is the same; both parties 
drink- more than is good for them, 
and next day will have a hangover.

The older method formerly used by the. college, psychol- 
ogical and ,English examinations, was discovered to be. unfair 
and unpredictable in many instances. Students sometimes in 


the upper three-fifths of théir high school classes were discovered 
to make lower grades on these tests than occasional students who 
under the old rule were refused admission. 
Under the, new rule, therefore, the incoming freshman is 
“put on his own, to sink or swim.’ No matter what his high 
school record, hg is given a chance to “make good in college” if 
his principal thinks he is of the calibre to do college work. 
The logical result of the new ruling will be more failures; 
but it will also insure what is the right of every high school stu- 
dent... the chance to make good in the college of his own choice.

Heiges is fully qualified to instruct 
the course, since he has passed his 
examination before an American Red 
eross senior life-saving inspector.

“The English government in its 
royal colonies exercised what was 
virtually a double check upon the 
activities and enactments of the 
colonial legislatures.’”’ This, the first 
sentence of Dr. Russell‘s only pub- 
lished work, The Review of Ameri- 
can Colonial Legislation by the King 
in Council, is typical of his person- 
ality. Without ostentation he moved 
directly to his problem, carefully and 
critically analyzed a mass of evi- 
dence, and cautiously and accurately 
advanced his judgments.. Few have 
know the contribution which this 
book made to American historical 
scholarship, ‘but incorporated in the 
more famous works of Herbert Levi 
Osgood his conclusions form an im- 
portant part of our knowledge of 
colonial history. 


Knowing his deep study of con- 
temporary affairs, the writer once 
asked Dr. Rugsell why he did not 
write a book on that subject. ‘‘There 
are too many books written now—. 
I haven’t even had time to read 
them’’ was the reply. A constant

SOUL’S AWAKENING 


It is a matter of rea] regret that 
Christopher Morley whks unable to 
fulfill his engagement here as lec- 
turer, for no writer writing in Amer- 
ica today has more charm. His title 
book, Ex Libris Carissimis, -is cer- 
tainly one of the most charming of 
all books about: books. 


Some of.this easy powér to please, 
we may allow, is due to the person- 
ality of Morley himself—something, 
perhaps, he owes to Haverford col- 
lege—but the finishing touches; trust 
the word of an Oxonian, were given 
him by Oxford. 


In an autobiographical passage in 
this Plum Pudding he confesses how 
little of his college education stuck: 
“My mind excellently exhibited .the 
Heraclitean doctrine: a constant flux 
passed through it, but nothing re- 
mained.’’ How many students, if they 
were honest, would have to confess 
the same! 


Yet something did stick. Not at the 
time did he fully appreciate what his 
professors of. literature were trying 
to teach him. “One learns nothing 
until he rediscovers it for himself. 
Every now and then, in reading,- I 
have come across something which 
has given me the wild surmise of 
pioneering mingled with the faint 
magic of familiarity-—for instance, 
some of the famous dicta of Words- 
worth and Coleridge and Shelley 
about poetry. I realized, then, that 
a teacher has told me these things 
in. my freshman year at college— 
fifteen years ago. I jotted them down 
at that time, but they were mere 
catchwords. It, had taken mg fifteen 
years of vigorous living to overhaul 
those catchwords and fill them with 
a meaning of my own.’’ Then he men- 
tions with affectionate respect the 
names of “the two teachers who 
first gave me some suspicion of what 
lies in the kingdom of poetry’’....

Athletics Cost Westminster 
Thousands Every Year 


Last year, Westminster athletics 
cost the school several] thousands 
of dollars, and it was considered a 
good year as compared to some. 
The records don’t show once where 


Westminster athletics paid for ‘it- 
self. 

During the football season, inter- 
collegiate ball cost the school over 
$3360, exclusive of the. salaries of 
the head and assistant coaches. 
Eight hundred dollars was paid out 
for equipment, $850 for guarantees, 
$450 for traveling, $300 for officials, 
$210 for laundry, $150 for. awards, 
an@ miscellaneous items that in- 
cluded tickets, phone, pasters, wires, 
stationery, etc., amounted to $600. 
Only $300 were received in guar- 
antees, and the home gate receipts 
amounted to $600. 

Basketball Costs 

Basketball was much the same 
tune. The total cost was over three 
thousand dollars with the traveling 
costs the largest expense at $1400. 
Eighteen hundred dollars were taken 
in, a thousand dollars=being from 
the gate receipts. 

Minor intercollegiate sportS cost 
$250. 

After the athletic portion was 
takén from each student’s activities 
fee, the ‘school was still behind sev- 
eral thousand ..dollars..-. The. -deficit 


was appropriated from endowment 
income. 
Other Schools

It was no surprise when jtwo of 
the women speakers in the/ recent 
TKA~ speech contest  voic their 
hopes of seeing the introduction of 
a Marriage Preparation course in 
Westminster’s curriculum. But it

Although official . figures have

With the return to normaley 
in ‘enroMment this fall, total reg- 
istration, should go ‘above 600 
which is considered normal for 
the college.

Meyhoefer, new combination stu-|

Covering 17,000 miles of the 

; United States in four months, 
Meyhoefer claims he has seen no 
more beautiful natural spectacles 
than in the firty-eight states, in 
each of which ‘he has traveled. 

Four months in the German- 
speaking sections of Europe on 
a motorcycle provided him with 
1,000 feet of colored movies last 
| summer. 

Immigrating to the United 
States 11 years ago, his family is 
still divided between Germany 
and the United. States. His par- 
ents and five of their children are 
still in Germany, with -five others 
in this country. 

An ordained minister, graduate 
of Colgate Baptist seminary, he 
will finish his work for an A.B. 
degree here while teaching one 
section of German. 

Raised in Germany during the 
terrible war and post-war periods, 
Meyhoefer saw the real effects of 
the. Versailles treaty whose provi- 
sions for the 
were so harsh that Americans re- 
fused to sign it and officially 
;ended war between the United 
States and Germany with a sepa- 
rate treaty two years later. 

“T had 10 marks and I had 
to pay 10 percent or 12 marks of 
my salary every month for the 
war debt,’ Meyhoefer said in il- 
lustrating the treaty’s effects. 

Partly an American citizen al- 
ready, he was_eriginally attracted | 
to this country by its constitu- 
| tion and the people’s zealous ef- 
forts to keep it.

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Prof Warns Coeds 
Before All-Male 
YMCA Audience 


“Woe to the girl who marries 
a man to reform him,” Dr. Wil- 
liam Reuter, education depart- 
ment, told the YMCA as he open- 
ed the five week marriage rela- 
tions course, Wednesday evening. 
“If she can’t reform the man dur- 
ing courtship, she will never be 
able to make adjustments later.” 

Courses in marriage relations 
are now a part of the curriculum 
in 225 colleges: in the United 
States, according to Dr. Reuter. 
Too many people spent ten or 
fifteen year preparing themselves 
to make a living through school- 
ing, then spend only a few hours 
in selecting a mate for a 50-year 
marriage. 

Happiness Through Adjustment 

“Bvery normal individual can 
be happily married,’ Dr. Reuter 
contended, ‘‘provided adjustments 
can be made. A short courtship 
marriage, however, is not usually 
a happy marriage, according to 
statistics.’ 

“Difference in ages need not: in- 
terefer with happy marriages if 
that difference is no more than 
7 year,” added Dr. Reuter. Man- 
ishness in a girl often spoils a 
man’s egotism and causes her to 
go undated even though ‘personal- 
ly attractive. Part of a woman’s 
place in married life is to see that 
her husband has a varied pro- 
gram of relaxation, with tennis, 
golf, and other sports, instead of 
being selfish and striving to keep 
him from spending afternoons 
with other men.

Youngstown college won their 
first football game last Saturday 
afternoon over a bewildered Titan 
eleven and shattered an otherwise 
perfect Homecoming day.

Librarian Signs 
Answer To Edit 


November 29, 1938 
In anticipation of a question 


on the advisability of keeping the 
library open for reading—recrea- 
tional or) otherwise—on Sabbath 
afternoon, I talked with several 
members! of the Board of Trus- 
tees and with Dr. Galbreath and 
members of the Faculty Library 
Committee last spring about the 
matter. There are two main fac- 
tors that; enter into the answer: 

The first has beén partially 
stated in jthe letter to the Holead 
(November 19th edition), al- 
though as a matter of fact many 
things which the administration 
does or does not approve are pre- 
determined by the original pur- 
pose in founding the college as 
an institution with a Christian 
background. A college, founded 
upon Christian principles and con- 
tinuing under ,at least the nom- 
inal supervision of the church, 
can scarcely disregard the Com- 
mandment given long ago “Six 
days shalt thou labor’’ and seem 
consistent. 

One could preach a sermon: or 
philosophize at length on what is 
the matter with modern life that 
we cannot keep one day free from 
the humdrum of daily existence 
(the humdrum being study! )—I 
admit that I don’t always succeed, 
but how much less I might if you 
gave me and the staff a seven- 
day sentence of hard labor! 

The second factor which enters 
into consideration is that of fin- 
ance. Increased hours means in- 
.creased staff and expenditure for 
heat and light. At presént the 
college budget is being adjusted 
to care for the enormous increase 
in running the library in the new 
building over the cost in the for- 
mer crowded quarters. The library 
needs increase in the number of 
full time staff members without 
an inerease in the-number of 
hours, in order to give more satis-
